PONCE, POKTO Rico, OCT. 31, '93. 


BEAR Btto : Your letter of a recent date 


received. I am feeling better than I have 
forsorae time. I think lam thoroughly ac- 
climated and my system gotten a thorough 
renovation, but presume I will undergo a 
similar experience in a cold climate. As 
well as we want to get back to the States 
we dread tbe changu ; leaving tbe flowers 
in bloom and nil the tropical plants and 
fruits about ripe. Since I waa aick tbe 
fruit does not hurt me, I can eat any 
amount of it in perfect safety. Larrived 
in Pouce several days ago from my trip 
across tbe I&land, had delightful weather 
and enjoyed tbe trip, but wag awful sore 
from riding. The native pony is tongh 
aud can go up aome paasea where one 
would not attempt to walk. I got quite a 
number oE relics from the battlefields. 
I 


am busy now flnmhine up all my work as 
it must be out this week 'and on its way to 
Washington before the Reg. leaves, wh'ich 
is expected at most any time. We have 
been under orders for ten days and only 
await a transport. But instead of going 
back with 1,200 men, the number we land- 
ed with, there will be about 300 ; 400 have 
gone home sick, eo.ue died and some are 
in the hospital with fever. 
I waa up to 


the camp yesterday where I report to my 
Co. commander about every ten days, and 
out of the 01 men we left Feekekill with 
we have but 58, only 22 out of that number 
fit for duly. Our boys have been working 
too hard in tbe tropical sun. 
We have re- 


built three bridges tbe Spaniards blew up, 
built one fort, and been working on a 
wharf for two and one-half months, and 
which will not be completed for six months; 
put m two ice plants and built a reservoir 
at the general hospital. Gen. Henry spoke 
verv highly of the engineers work. 


The Uhief Eagineer, in whose hands I 


am, is going to remain on the Island and 
continue in charge of the work. I may 
stay with him to finish up photographing 
the most important part of it. 
L have 


made application to remain at least six 
mouths. If they think ic necessary to 
keep me I will come home next summer 
and try to return with the U. S. Geological 
Survey as photographer. 


I enclose two proofs, the one is of a 


Spanish block-house built of railroad iron ; 
the other of our detail here at the bead- 
quarters. 
Two of the boys are draughts- 


men two clerks, my assistant and myself. I 
don't have any gun, souse my revolver. 
You will notice the yard in front is filled 
with flowers and tropical fruits. 
Banana, 


orange and cocoanut trees are in the back 
yard. The finished work will show up the 
house much better than the proof. 
Well, 


it is almost twelve o'clock. The chief has 
just returned, he baa been out calling on 
aome of his Spanish girls. He is quite a 
sport, but one ot the finest oillcers in the 
Keg. 
He told me when Icame here that 


he knew nothing about pnotographmgand 
I should take charge of the business, run 
it as economically as I could for the gov- 
ernment, and has never said anything to 
me since. We have good living now and 
everything is comfortable, ao you need not 
worry nor be surprised if you do not see 
me until next summer. Must close and 
retire, with best regards to all, and the 
boys of Co. M.

Dr. Swallow AVius. 


Dr. Swallow suffered a defeat at the late 


election, but he haa won a victory before 
the Superior Court in his appeal from the 
sentence of the Dauphin County Court, 
imppaing a nne and costs upon him for 
libel. The Superior Court has reversed 
the lower Court and granted Dr. Swallow 
a new trial under conditions whicb give 
him much wider latitude in defending 
himself than he waa given at his first 
trial. 


The decision of the Superior Court in 


this case furnishes a broad interpretation 
of the constitutional right of the press to 
criticise the public acts of public officials, 
and it may be that in view of this inter- 
pretation the District Attorney of Dauphin 
county will decide not to presa the caae to 
a second trial. If pressed to a second 
trial, however, the fighting parson, aa Dr. 
Swallow -is familiarly called, will doubt- 
leas make a stubborn defense. 
While not 


in search of litigation he does not run 
away from a suit at law any more than he 
does from a red-hot political scrimmage. 


Favor District Suffrage. 


A delegation of residents of the District 


favoring suffrage for the District of Colum- 
bia called on the President last Monday 
and asked him to present the matter in his 
annual message. The committee was com- 
posed of J. W. Healey, of the National 
Building Trades Council; W. H. G. Sim- 
mons, of the Federation of Labor; Milton 
Spobn, of the Central Labor Union; 
Thomas G. Henaey, of the central suffrage 
committee, and Drs. G. E. Lee and Robert 
Reybnrn, of the same organization. The 
president is said to have assured the 
delegation that he would consider the 
matter and perhaps make it the subject of 
a special message to Congress, if it ap- 
peared desirable. He ia also said to have 
advised that they petition Congress to this 
end, as Congress always paid reepect to 
the petitions of the people. He could not 
say anything about it in his annual mes- 
sage, aa the space of the latter document 
was pre-empted and he had not time to 
properly consider the matter at present. 


The New Dollar Bills. '

New designs for the one dollar silver 


certificates have been completed at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, and 
the notes bearing them will soon be issued. 
The central device on the face of the note 
is an American eagle, with wingi partly 
spread, clutching the flag, and with the 
dome of the Capitol in the background. 
Below the platform upon which the eagle 
stands are small portraits of Lincoln and 
Grant set in medallions. Large and clear 
figures are in each corner of the note and 
on the sides. The space between tbe cen- 
tral device and the lathe work at the ends 
ia clear white paper, except for the im- 
print of the seal iu one space, and the 
denomination of the note in another. 
The seal upon the silver certificates.will 
be in blue, and the figures in the open 
space will be in the eame ink. 


The reverse side of the note corresponds 


to the face in respect to the large display 
of white paper, without printing or lathe 
work. Large plain figures appear iu each 
corner, and scrolls make up an attractive 
border, but the only remaining apace upon 
whicb printing appears is in the centra, 
where the usual language regarding the 
qualities ol the note as a tender for public 
dues is set forth. The object of a clear 
display of while paper on both sides of tbe 
note is to 
afford a safeguard against 


counterfeiting. It has been found by ex- 
perts that it ie easier to detect tbe use of 
paper without the usual silk threads where 
it is not covered by printing.

Surgeon General George W. Sternberj, 


whose department has been subjected to 
much criticism in the conduct of the war, 
IMS made his report to Secretary Algrr, 
and in it he says; 


The number of medical officers, 192 al- 


lowed by law to the army is inadequate 
in time of peace. The insufficiency in 
time of war was met by tbe assignment 
of over 650 contract surgeons. The very 
small proportion of medical olli'.ers hav 
ing experience of military character un- 
paired tbe efficiency of the department 
at the outset, but many of the staff sur- 
geons from civil life showed great apti- 
tude for the service, and speedily became 
of value as administrative and asnitaiy 
officers 


LACK 01' HOSPITAL COKI'S. 


Xo provision was made for hospital 


corps men for the volunteer troops ex- 
cept that which empowered the SPCIB 
tary of War to enlist as many privates 
of the hospital corps as the service may 
require. The number of men enlisted 
and transfered during the war was ap- 
proximate!) GOOD. 


The want of a sufli^ient body of train- 


ed hospital corps men necessitated the 
detail of enlisted men from the regi- 
ments for hospital dnty in seveial ot the 
camps, and the employment of trained 
nurses at the general hospital. Over 
1700 female nurse? have b»en employed, 
at first at the general hospitals and later 
at the Qald division hospital, when it be- 
came,evident thai, tbe field service pur- 
poses for which tbe latter had been or- 
ganized would ha.ve to give place to the 
imperative need of caring for the many 
sick men coming from the regimental 
camps. 


THE WOKK TO OUT SUPPLIES. 


Immediately upon the declaration of 


war, April 21. steps were takeu to obtain 
medical supplies for the new volunteer 
army. The manufacturer Was expedited 
with the utmost dispatch. Ou May 3, 
forseeiug that it would be impossible to 
have forissue to the volunteer regiments 
as soon as they were mustered in, the 
necessary articles of field equipment, 1 
telegraphed the Governors of the several 
States for the authority to use the med- 
ical equipment of the National Gumd 
Most of the Governors who had field 
equipment responded promptly and sat- 
isfactorily, but unfortunately many of 
the Stale medical departments had i>o 
such equipments. 


Meanwhile, the officers iu charge ol 


the medical supply depots were directed 
to make arrangements so that supplier 
could be immediately obtaiued for 100,- 
000 men for six months. Whenever no 
lice was received from the Adjutant 
General's office that commands were to 
be moved or camps formed, I endeavored 
to anticipate the wants of the troops. 


SOLDIERS WISHE ENLISTED TOO YOI'-SO 


In my opinion, the reduction of the agf 


limit from 21 to 18 years, and the haste 
with which the volunteer regiments were 
organized and mustered into the service, 
were responsible for much of the sicknf-sf 
which was reported in the early days ol 
their camp life. AH military expenenct- 
shows that young men under 21 yeais 
break down rapidly under the strain ol 
war service, and every regiment had 
many of these youths in its ranks. Med- 
ical examiners were appointed to testify 
to the physical qualifications of each 
man before acceptance, but notwith- 
standing this, so many men .were after- 
ward found on the sick lists of the camps 
unfit for service from causes existing 
prior to enlistment, that special arrange- 
ments had lo be made for their dis- 
charge. 


Soon after the newly-raised levies were 


aggregated in large camps sickness be- 
gan to increase progressively from causes 
that were so general iu their operation 
that scarcely a regiment escaped from 
their harmful influence. These CHUSPP 
ma7 largely be referred to ignorance on 
the part of officers. 


GOOD SITES BADLY OCCUPIED. 


The sites of cerlai-i of the camps have 


been instanced in the newspapers as the 
cause of the sickness which was develop- 
ed in them; but a leview of the whole 
situation shows that it was not the site, 
but the manner of i>,s occupation, which 
must be held responsible for the general 
spread of diseases among tbe troops 
] 


issued a circular, impressing unon medi 
cal officers their responsibility in sanitary 
matters, particularly in the care of the 
sinks and in the preservation of the camp 
area from contamination.' But the den- 
sity of the military population on the 
area of the contracted camps prevented 
the possibility of good sanitary condi- 
tions. 


Practically nothing was done to- make 


tbe men comfortable or to remedy the 
uusanitary conditions until these were 
brought to the attention of the Secretary 
of War by inspectors sent out from tbe 
War Department. Then tbecamps hela 
for so long were abandoned, but not be- 
fore the manifestations ot typhoid infec- 
tion were rife in them. 


One prominent cause of tbe increase 


of sickness in the early camps has been 
commented upon by only a few of our 
medical officers. They bold that if the 
systems of tbe men bad not been weak- 
ened by drunkenness and dissipation 
they would not have succumbed so read- 
ily to the other influence which affected 
them. 


It was typhoid fever which broke down 


tbe strength of the command generally, 
the outbreak becoming distinctly mani- 
fest in July. The probability of its com- 
munication to soldiers iu camp through 
the agency of files was pointed out. It 
is well known to the medical profession 
that this fever is prorogated by a con- 
taminated supply, and it is now recog- 
nized that the great prevalence of this 
disease in an aggravated form in the 
camps of tbe civil war was due to the 
use of surface and shallow well waters. 
infested by typhoid germs. To prevent 
transmission by tbe water supply I 
recommended the use of boiled and 
filtered water when a pure spring supply 
could not be obtained, and field filters 
of approved construction were issued. 


SIIAFTER LEffT SUPPLIES BEHIND. 
Long before the Fifth Army Corps 


(Shatter's) embarked for Cuba, its field 
hospitals were in condition for efficient 
service. Subsurjuent events, however, 
rendered valueless these preparations of 
tbe Medical* Department, When the 
command .embarked ou the transport 


vessels, the baggage, wagons and mules 
were left behind. The ambulance trains 
of all the divisions, with a large part of 
the outfit of each of the hospitals, were 
also left behind. Three ambulance 
wagons were taken apart and stored on 
one of the vessels. These did excellent 
service al S.in Juan and El Caney. Ten 
of the ambulances ot Ihe Third or re- 
serve divisional hospital were subse- 
quently shipped to Cuba, where they ar- 
nvedon July 2 and were of value in 
moving the sick and wounded to the 
hospital at Siboney and to the hospital 
ships and transports. 


COULDN'T GIST CAKQO LANDICH. 


Of the property and supplies carried to 


Cuba, a portion was not available for 
service at the time it was most needed, 
to wit, on July 1,2 and 3, when the 
wounded from El Caney and San Juan 
wem coming from the front for care and 
trtdlinent. This was because, in gener- 
al, no opportunity was afforded lo Und 
Ihe medical properly. Earnest efforts 
weie made by medical otlieers to have 
supplies at the front with the troops. 


During and after the battles of 
K'. 


Caney and Sau Juan there, was an in- 
suflicieucy of tents, cols,, bedding and 
medicines, due to the causes stated ; but 
all the hospitals were well equipped for 
surgical work. 


After the capitulation of Santiago,the 


troops at the front b.-oke down rapidly 
under the fatigue they had undergone 
and the malarial influences to which they 
were exposed ; but by this time an ample 
supply of tents, furniture, bedding, cloth- 
ing and medical stores had reached S ib 
oney, togitier with a coipi ot trained 
nurses and a force of surgeons. 


EXPOS LTBJ5 IirtOUOlIT ON DISEASE. 
It is needless to refer at this time lo 


the complaints of starvation which ap- 
peared almost daily in the newspapers 
duting the occupation of Camp Wickoff. 
for it is now generally understood that 
tbe weakness, prostration, artujnia and 
emaciation of so many of the troops 
were the result of malarial, typhoid and 
yellow fever, from which the army suf- 
fered as a consequence of its exposure 
to the climatic influences and local in- 
fections of Santiago and its neighbor- 
hood pending and subsequent to the 
surrender of the city. 


Regarding troops in home camps, he 


says tliat regiments reported in but few 
instance* with the material and supplies 
for their medical care; but they brought 
sick men with them and these required 
immediate care. Chief Surgeons of corp» 
and divisions began the organization and 
equipment of their field division hospit- 
als arid ambulance companies, but they 
were met at the outset by tbe apparent 
impossibility of securing men for service 
as cooks, nurses, litter bearers, ambu 
lance drivers, teamsters, etc. 


KEPT HOSPITALS IX FIELD CONDITION. 


As a rule, the hospitals were keyt in 


campaign ing condition ; that is, the tents 
were neither framed nor floored, until 
the increased prevalence of typhoid fever 
attracted attention lo their crowded con 
dilion, when the objectof their existence 
became suddenly changed from a school 
for field service to a hospital for the treat- 
ment of a local outbreak of disease. 
Representatives of aid f»ocieti»s and the 
Rad Cross Committees supplied quanti- 
ties of ice and milk, chickens, eggs, lem- 
ons, etc. Pajamas, nightshirts and othei 
articles of hospital clolhing were also 
provided by Ihe Red Cross and other aid 
societies 


THE KATE Of DEATH. 


The report presents tabulations cam- 


piled from monthly reports of si ;k am' 
wounded received from May to Septem- 
ber inclusive, and representing a strength 
present of 107,16S men. These give lull 
particulars of ITlo deaths, of which num- 
ber 010 were occasioned by typhoid fever, 
07 by malarial fever and 393 by diarrha'a 
and dvsentery. The death rates for May 
and June, .40 and 90, were not in excess 
of those of the army in time of peace. 
In July the late became somewhat high- 
er than that of most well-cared-for cities, 
2 15 for the month, or the equivalent ol 
an annual rate of 25 60 per thousand 
living. In August it became excessive, 
4 08 for the month, equal to an annual 
rate of 48 !)(i per thousand. In Septem- 
ber tbe influence of the energetic meas- 
ures taken in July and August to im- 
prove the health of the army became 
manifest in the falling of the death rate 
to 2 45, or the equivalent of an annual 
rate of 29 40.

CONSHIlCACf IN THE MISUSE 


OF STATIS MONEVS. 


The grand jury in Philadelphia last 


Monday presented to the County Court 
true bills of indictment against United 
States S-inator Matthew S. Quay, his son, 
Richard R Quay, and Benjamin J. Hay- 
wood, ex-Slate treasurer. 


The bills charge the defendants with 


conspiracy with John S. Hopkins, late 
cashier of the People's Bank, for the un- 
lawful use of the moneys of the bank in 
the purchase of stock, and conspiracy 
with Hopkins in tbe misusn of State 
funds on deposit in the People's Bink. 
Hopkins committed suicide by shooting 
himself last March. 


The true bills returned by the grand 


jury are five in number. 
The first 


charges M. S Quay with conspiring with 
John S. Hopkins for tbe unlawful use of 
the money of the People's Bank in the 
purchase and sale of stocks of various 
corporations t'or the account, benefit and 
profit ot M. S. Quay. 


The second indictment charges M S. 


Quay with conspiring with John S. Hop- 
kins to unlawfully buy and sell stocks, 
knowing that the said Hopkins was cash- 
ier of the People's Bank. 
' The Ihird indictment charges Benja- 
min J. Haywood, M. S Quay and Rich-, 
ard R Quay with conspiracy to convert 
to their own use $100,000 of the public 
money of Pennsylvania ou December 1, 
1896, when Haywood was the State treas- 
urer of Pennsylvania, and also with the 
use of the $100,000.' 


The fourth bill charges- M. S. Quay and 


Benjamin J. Haywood with conspiracy, 
together with John S. llopkitp. William 
Livsey, William B. Hart, Henry K. 
Boyer, John W. Morrison Samuel M. 
Jackson and Charles H. McKue, on 
March 28,1898, in using large sums of 
public money of this Commonwealth 
whicb bad been deposited iu the People's 
Bank by tbe several State treasurers. Of 


those named Messrs. Quay, Livsey, Hari, 
Boyer, Morrison. Jackson and Haywood 
had been State treasurers, succeeding 
each other in the order named. 


The fifth and last hill charges Benja- 


min Haywood, ;»s State treasurer with 
unlawfully loaning $100,000 of State 
money, which, it is alleged, went to Rich- 
ard IJ Quay, and also with receiving pe- 
cuniary benefit from the deposit of State 
money in the People's 13*nk. 


Senator Quay, with his son, Richard 


R. Quay, anived in Philadelphia from 
San Ijiicie, Fla , -on Monday last, to 
which place they went about ten days 
ago. They decline to discuss the indict- 
ments against them. The Senator and 
his son were lor some time closeted with 
counsel. District Attorney Graham will 
press for an immediate trial. 


District Attorney Graham later appear- 


ed in court and obtained the withdrawal 
ofaa attachment tor the appearance be- 
fore the grand jury of Cashier William 
Montgomery, of tbe Allegheny National 
Bank of Pittaburg, aud Cashier Slephen 
B. Stone, ot ihe Beaver Deposit Bank, of 
Beaver, Pa. The district nttorney stated 
that he had desired to present to the 
grand jury through the two cashiers cer- 
tain evidence in the suit against Senator 
Quay, but as this had now passed out of 
Hie hands of the grand jury, the presence 
of the two bank officials would not. be 
needed until the otise waa brought 10 
trial. lie intimated that he would then 
demand their appearance as witnesses, 
aud would also insist upon the production 
of certain books and papers of those 
hanks.

I'rosiilent Decides to Stand by the Proposi- 


tion as to Fence Terms. 


A special meeting o! the cabinet was 


held in Washington last Friday, at which 
all the members were with the President, 
except Secretory Long, who is out. of the 
citv. 


The meeting was caled by the President 


in order that bis advisers might consider 
with him advices just received from the 
American peace commissioners at Paris. 
The advices related to counter proposals 
informally made to the American commis- 
sioners 
by the representatives of the 
Madrid government. 


At the conclusion of the meeting, which" 


lasted 40 minutes and was held in the par- 
lors of the White House, Secretary Hay 
said that the President had received some 
advices from Paris which he desired to lay 
before the cabinet,' and that he had called 
the members together to consider them. 
The nature of these advices Mr. Hay de- 
declined to discuss. -He added that after 
.considering the contents of the dispatches 
the President had cabled to the American 
commissioners reiterating his former in- 
structions. 


The American ^commissions will insist 


that the demands' of the United States as 
presented to Spain a few days ago be con- 
sidered 
without 
further modification. 


That they will be acceded to by the Span- 
ish commissioners is the belief of the Presi- 
dent, 


JUUdii GORDON'S SUCCESSOR. 


Governor Hastings last Friday announ- 


ced the appointment of Henry J. McCar- 
thy, (Democrat,) of Philadelphia, to suc- 
ceed James G. Gordon, Judge of the Com- 
mon Pleas Court, of Philadelphia, whose 
resignation on Wednesday created u sen- 
sation throughout Pennsylvania. 


Judge McCarthy was a Judge of the Su- 


perior Court of this State as it. was origi- 
nally constituted, having been appointed 
by Governor Hastings as the Democratic 
memberof that body. He failed, however, 
to.cecure the endorsement of his party for 
the regular nomination and was forced to 
retire. 


Kear Admiral Dewey. 


Rear Admiral Joseph N. Miller, recent- 


ly detached from command of the Pacific 
station, was placed on the retired list last 
Tuesday on account of age. The vacancy 
thus created in the highest grade of the 
navy will be filled by the promotion of 
Commodore H. L. Howisou, now com- 
manding the Boston navy yard., Capt. H. 
F. Picking will be advanced to the grade 
of commodore, and other promotions will 
be made all along the line. 


The naval orders contain an announce- 


ment of the retirement ol Rear Admiral 
Francis M. Bunce, on the 25th of Decem- 
ber. Admiral Bunce is commandant of 
the New York navy yard, generally re- 
garded as the most important shore com- 
mand in the navy. 


Rear Admiral George Dewey will be the 


ranking admiral in the navy upon the re- 
tirement of Admiral Bnnce next month. 
It is understood that.the President will 
recommend to Congress the recreation ot 
the office of admiral or vice admiral for 
the special benefit of Admiral Dewey, and 
there ie not much doubi that Congress will 
enact the necessary legislation.

CONDITIONS IN CUBA. 


Hon. 
Koliert P. Porter M;ikca an Interest- 
ing lleport ot Ills Observations. 


Tbe Hon. Robert P. Porter, special 


commissioner for the United States to 
Cuba and Puerto liico, preaanted hia re- 
port to the President and Secretary ot 
the Treasury on the loth. The report 
goes very tully into the financial and 
economical conditions ot Cuba, analyz- 
ing the budget of that island for four- 
teen years, showing the sources of in- 
come and the causes of expenditure. 
There are among the data and testimony 
collected many valuable general state- 
ments in. relation to the financial, indus- 
trial, commercial and social condition of 
the island of Cuba which forma a nu- 
cleus for a report on the possibilities for 
American enterprise and the opportuni- 
ties for American capital and labor when 
the more pressing question of the gov- 
ernment and revenue and taxation ol' 
tiie island have been settled. 


Mr. Porter lias also submitted for th e 


approval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury a complete revision of the tariff in 
the form of a new bill, which will bo 
examined by the experts of the Treasury 
Department and if approved will bo 
promulgated by the President. 
Com- 


missioner Porter says: 


"The Spanish tariff was made by 


Spaniards, for Spain, iu the interests of 
the Spaniards. That seems to be tho 
only principlein it. On any other theory 
it was inexplicable. In adopting for any 
exigency measure the rate of the duty 
which Spain levied for her own commodi- 
ties, the Uuited States acted wisely." 


A table compiled by Commissioner 


Porter shows the general average of re- 
duction on the various articles imported 
into Cuba, together with the value oi 
the imports for 1S06. 


These rates were, however, full of in- 


equalities, and were not levied on any 
sound principle, but on the "heads-Spain- 
wins tails-Cuba-loses" idea which pre- 
vails in the whole fiscal fabric. It waa 
fo'ind that the only way to remedy tho 
inequalities, equalize the rates of duty, 
improve the administration and to re- 
duce the rates of duty on all articles of 
Sieneral consumption waa to practically 
frame a new tariff. 


The tariff proposed by Mr. Porter re- 


duces all duties about 00 per cent. 01: 
the old Spanish rates and will averagu 
fully two-thirds less than the rates no?.' 
exacted by the authorities in Cubsn pork- 
n possession of Spain. 


Mr. Porter says: 
"The 
cupidity and rapacity of tho 


Spanish officials in Cuba is beyond con- 
ception, and if we may judge by the re- 
sults at Santiago, the United States offl- 
cial#will be able to collect as much reve- 
nue on a tariff the duties of which are 
more than half or nearly two-thirds less 


. than under the iniquitous law now in 


force. Tb» reduction to a reasonable 
rate of duty in certain schedules, such 
as those relating to machinery, railway 
supplies, etc., will increase the importa- 
tion and the revenue will certainly b(; 
greater than during the poriod when the 
dutiea have been prohibitory. 


A table is give.1 showing the aver- 


age annual custom house receipts in the 
island of Cuba from 1886 to 1S97, in- 
clusive, which Mr. Porter has compiled 
from records of the several custon. 
houses, averaging.S12.G45.861. 


In an interesting analysis of theCubar 


budget, showing how much revenue i^ 
required and how much may reasonably 
be expected from the tariff to be enforced. 
Mr. Porter says: 


•'The money collected from Cuba, 


whether it was twenty-six millions ol 
dollars or less, has all gone and nothing 
is likely to be found iu the treasury but 
numerous evidences of promise to pay, 
records of receipts which were given 
by the government for goods not uaitl 
for, debts of all kind?, including the 
salaries of a large number of the minor 
otliciitls. The tirst and moat importan1 
item of expenditures is for sovertMgnto 
expenses, and aggregates a sum exceed- 
ing *22.t)00,ntll). 


"A study of ttie several items at once 


shows that the principal expenditures 
for the island .of Cuba are those which 
have directly or indirectly to do with 
the control ot the island by Spain. It is 
impossible at this moment to make a 
satisfactory estimate of this new budget, 
nor can it be very well done until after 
the United States forces are in full pones- 
sion and able to secure complete data as 
to the personal needs of the government 
of Cuba." 


In regard to the currency, the report 


says: 


''Although Cuba is afflicted with many 


kinds of depreciated currency, the estab- 
lished basis is strictly gold, and in any 
commercial engagement the value is 
understood to be in gold unless specified 
to the contrary. 


"The testimony taken and statements 


made on this subject have been unani- 
mously in favor of a continuous gold 
basis, for tbe Cubans have suffered so 
much from Spain's various attempts to 
force depreciated currency upon th« 
people, both in form of silver and batik 
bills, that they want no further experi- 
ment with the currency. 


"The premium on Spanish gold, your 


commissioner was informed by uo less 
an authority than the president of the 
Spanish Chamber of Commerceof Hav- 
ana, was never agreed to by the business 
people. Having thus arbitrarily put a 
premium on Spanish gold, the same 
authorities put a premium on French 
gold. The whole thing is entirely arti- 
ficial and to continue it, in the opinion 
of your commissioner would be a mis- 
take." 


Mr. Porter then takes up the question 


of taxation and suggests the abolition of 
certain taxes, especially that known as 
the "consumption tax" on the killing of 
cattle ,which is an exaction that greatly 
increases I.he price of food to the people. 


In regard to industrial enterprise, Mr. 


Porter concludes that little can be done 
until the sanitary conditions have been 
improved in all the industrial centers. 


Dealing with the railway system of 


Cuba, the facts gathered on this subject 
by Commissioner Porter, he reports, 
point to the advisibility of immediately 
constructing a trunk railway from end 
to end of the island, with branches ex-

It is at last the determination of ilia 


President to take the Philippines, and 
doubtless he-would take Cuba also if the 
proroiae of the declaration of war bad not 
been repeated in the protocol. The fate 
of the country is apparently sealed iu 
this respect, but there is hope until th« 
treaty of peace is latitied by the Senate, 
and therefore it is the doty of those who 
believe that by this strange departure 
tbe country will be harmed, and that 
democratic Roverntneur-, which, wUh'nll 
its faults, holds the hope of humanity, 
will be discredited, to follow the exam- 
ple of Bishop Potter, sind.keep ou blow- 
ing the trumpet and warning the people. 


The discussion, over the'Philippines is 


one of tbe strangest results of the-war. 
A year ago, as has been often said, most 
of the people of this country knew of the 
existence of tbe islands only through the 
news of outbreaks of their people against 
the rule of Spain. It is sale to say that 
no politician in this country would have 
dreamed of accepting thena, and the in- 
ternational responsibilities that wait on 
sovereignty over them, as a gift. Xow 
everything is changed. Tiie dreams uf 
empire are disturbing iieated bruins 
which in their calmer moments objected 
vigorously to the proposed treaty of an- 
nexation with Hawaii, and condemned 
Mr. Cleveland for involving ns in the 
troubles of Samoa. But a war that has 
discovered tbo uuworUiiuesa of its cause, 
the wretched weakness of our araiy sys- 
tem, tbe ambition of politicians to b« 
military leaders, and their grave iucom- 
peteucy; the war which covered t|i« stuff 
corpsof the army with deserved ridicule, 
which resulted ia the needlraa slausrhtCT 
of brave officers aud men iu the line, 
which destroyed Uie confidence of all in- 
telligent men in raw tniliiia and volun- 
teers, and the gross mismanagement of 
which has filled thousands of graves-with 
victims of starvation and fever, and the 
whole land with mourning—this war, 
demonstrative of nothing more clearly 
than our unpreparedness for it, has ex- 
iited the minds of hundreds of thousands 
of our people with glowing itmiges of i'u- 
ure greatness in distant seas, and, 
strangely inconsistent though it is, hag 
aunched us on a career of empire. We 
shall not join iu the sneer at those who 
predict that we will rise to onr new re- 
sponsibilities, for %ve believe that if they 
are really thrust npon us we shall attain 
tbe capacity for the government of tbeir 
jeoples, because we must 
The cost, 


however, will be enormous and unneces- 
sary.—.Harper's Weekly.
